QUINN ROLLS OUT PROPOSALS TO TIGHTEN STATE’S BELT 


State spending

SPRINGFIELD Democratic Gov Quinn on 
Wednesday delivered a bad-news budget 
speech, calling for prison closures, layoffs and 
cutbacks to health care for the poor. 

“This budget contains truths you may not 
want to hear,” Quinn said. “But these are truths 
that you do need to know. And I believe you 
can handle the truth.” 

Quinn said too many governors and lawmak- 
ers have spent too much over the past 35 years. 

“Today, our rendezvous with reality has ar- 
rived,” he said. 

The governor focused the early portion of 
his speech on the need to reform state worker 
pension systems. 

Quinn blamed previous governors and Gen- 
eral Assemblies for not funding the pension 
system over decades, pointing out that pension 
payments now take up 15 percent of the state’s 
main checking account as a result. 

A panel of lawmakers has an April 17 dead- 
line to submit recommendations on reforms to 
reduce costs. 

“I want to repeat: everything is on the table 
for our pension working group,” Quinn said. 

Quinn also talked about the need to reform 
the state’s Medicaid system to save it. Demand 
is increasing, the state is behind on paying its 


bills and the system could collapse, Quinn 
aides have said. 

The governor tried a different approach: In- 
stead of laying out specifics, he suggested he’ll 
work with lawmakers to come up with solu- 
tions. This applied to pension reform, Medic- 
aid reform and finding new revenue by closing 
corporate loopholes. 

Quinn also spoke from prepared remarks, 
as he did three weeks ago during his State of 
the State speech, instead of riffing off an out- 
line. That less structured approach had drawn 
criticism in past years as rambling, lengthy and 
unfocused. 

Republicans criticized what they said is 
more spending in the budget. Republican 
Comptroller Judy Baar Topinka applauded 
Quinn for offering specific budget cuts. 

“But taken in totality today’s budget pro- 
posal amounts to a hodgepodge of ideas that 
are not thought through, and that will do little 


to address the state’s mountain of unpaid bills,” 
Topinka said in a statement. 

“Sadly, the numbers don’t add up— and in 
truth, appropriations from the General Funds 
are up more than $500 million over the current 
budget.” 

The top two Democrats praised their fellow 
Chicagoan, Quinn, for putting forth what they 
viewed as a balanced budget proposal rather 
than following up last year’s blueprint that was 
$1.4 billion or more out of whack. 

House Speaker Michael Madigan said Quinn 
delivered a “strong message” that pensions and 
Medicaid funding must be tackled, calling it a 
“legitimate request” that lawmakers stay in ses- 
sion until solutions are found. 

Senate President John Cullerton called it 
time to “take the next leap forward in com- 
prehensive pension reforms that control costs 
while preserving the constitutional rights of 
current employees and retirees.”

If Chris Brown is taking PR advice on rehab- 
bing his image after his brutal beating of then- 
girlfriend Rihanna three years ago, the/re 
strange tips. 

Perform at the Grammys, win an award, then 
take to Tetter to rant about your “haters,” re- 
lease dueling remixes with the famous victim of 
your assault, get challenged to a fight by WWE 
star and Chicagoan CM Punk and have the en- 
tire controversy devolve into one hot mess. But 
when it comes to keeping his name in the head- 
lines, trending topics and online gossip. Brown 
has proved himself a total pro. 

First came the Grammy performances 
last week, which resulted in country singer 
Miranda Lambert tweeting, “Chris Brown 
twice? I don’t get it. He beat on a girl ... Not 
cool that we act like that didn’t happen.” He 
was a trending topic on Twttcr that night, as 
was the phrase “wife beater.” 

Then Rihanna, 24, and Brown, 22, inten- 
tionally leaked remixes of each other’s songs 
on Twitter earlier this week. On Rihanna’s 
“Birthday Cake,” Brown says, “Girl, T wanna 
[bleep] you right now. Been a long time, T 
been miss in’ your body.” On Brown’s “Turn 
Up the Music” track, Rihanna sings, “T love 
you, baby” 

Brown still is serving his five-year proba- 
tion for felony assault on Rihanna, but the 
pai r began to follow each other on Twitter last 
year, and she asked (also last year) to reduce 
a restraining order against Brown to T^vel i.

meaning the two can have contact as long as 
he doesn’t “harass, annoy or molest” her. 

Blogger Karen Civil, who unveiled details of 
the musical collaboration on karencivil.com 
last week, said Rihanna’s boundary-crossing 
rep should make the remixes no surprise. 

“T think that it can only help them both at 
this time,” Civil said. “Will it hurt Rihanna’s 
career? Perhaps, in the aspect of standing up 
against domestic violence. However, a listen- 
er or fan cannot dictate someone’s Hfe, and 
she is entitled to her own decisions.” 

No matter how Rihanna feels. Brown hasn’t 
made it easy for everyone else to forgive and 
forget. In addition to several Twitter rants, he 
had a violent meltdown backstage at “Good 
Morning America” and leaked a nude photo. 
Some critics, including former fans, say he 
hasn’t been remorseful enough. 

Last weekend. Brown responded— again— 


on Twitter. He tweeted he found it “strange 
how we pick and choose who to hate! ... Our 
society is full or rappers (which I listen to) 
who have sold drugs (poisoning)” ... “but yet 
we glorify them and imitate everything they 
do. Then right before the worlds eyes a man 
shows how he can make a Big mistake and 
Learn from it, but still has to deal with day to 
day hatred.” 

The president of the Recording Academy, 
which hands out the Grammys, defended the 
choice to book Brown for the show. Neil Port- 
now said judging artists on their personal lives 
is a “slippery slope that we wouldn’t want to 
get into ... What he did was a personal thing 
—it had nothing to do with his career.” 

Other musicians such as James Brown, 
Ozzy Osbourne, Creed frontman Scott Stapp 
and Motley Crue’s Tommy Lee all have been 
arrested on domestic abuse charges and the 


public seems to have forgotten or at least for- 
given. 

But Chris Brown’s case continues to be a 
point of pubHc debate. 

When Rihanna talked to Diane Sawyer in 
2009, she criticized her own choice to get 
back together with Brown briefly after his ar- 
rest. 

“When I realized that my selfish decision 
for love could result in some young girl getting 
killed, I could not be easy with that part,” the 
singer said. “I couldn’t be held responsible for 
telling them, ‘Go back.’ Even if Chris never 
hit me again, who’s to say that their boyfriend 
won’t?” 

“Celebrity Rehab” psychiatrist John Sharp 
said if the two really are going to reunite, 
even just professionally, they should talk 
publicly about why they think it’s a good 
idea. 

“You have to be very careful. There’s not 
a lot of good statistics. ... [The remixes and 
their communication will] draw a lot of at- 
tention, but it’s not going to answer a lot of 
questions,” he said. “If they are going to get 
together for music, or whatever, they have to 
say something about it to make it clear.” 

Sharp said it’s also important for them to 
show, if their relationship will be about more 
than just remixes, that they’ve tackled the se- 
rious issues related to domestic abuse. 

“Is it two people who have not made these 
necessary changes together? We just don’t 
know,” he said. “It’s dangerous.”

Brown implied that Punk’s tweet was a 
publicity stunt, tweeting: “@CMpunk needs 
more followers ... He’s such a leader! Not to 
mention the roids hes on has made it utterly 
impossible for him [to] pleasure a women.” 

Punk, a member of the Straight Edge life- 


style that shuns alcohol, drugs and steroids, 
tweeted a video response Tuesday saying, 
“Picking up trash on the side of a highway 
does not make amends for repeatedly strik- 
ing a woman to her face and sending her to 
a hospital.” 

Brown tweeted back: “@CMPunk the vid- 
eo u just posted was cute! It’s so funny how 
defensive u are ...I really hope this 15 m inutes 
of fame is paying you for the long run becuz 
music last forever! Wrestlers come and go ac- 
cording to ratings!” 

Punk also went on New Tbrk radio station 
Hot 97 on Wednesday and talked about why 
he chose to speak out against Brown, 

When one of the DJs asked him if it was 


hypocritical of Punk to want to beat Brown 
up, he admitted, “yeah, maybe ” adding, “It’s 
not a fair fight [but] it wasn’t a fair fight 
for him to take advantage of someboefy that 
clearly loved him,” 

Brown tweeted #Not no punks to his 
8.t million Tetter followers Tuesday 
night and managed to get the term trend- 
ing nationally He added “We got them 
#lSk3t nopunks t shirts on deck!” 

That’s when ESPN personality and 
CiM Punk fan Michelle Beadle decided 
to join the party

CPS board OKs overhaul 


Despite emotional pleas from the community, 
district approves school closings, turnarounds

't hey came from across the city Wednesday on 
foot and by the busload, many arriving before 
5 a.m., to plead in vain that the Chicago school 
board reject plans to close or “turn arotmd^^ 
17 struggling schools. 

Tor three and a half hours, upset parents and 
community leaders, civic activists and union of- 
ficials, teachers and students took turns at the 
microphone. Some said they had been left out 
of the process. Some said they felt disrespected. 
Others said the conditions at the schools that 
Chicago Public Schools targeted aren^t as bad as 
the district wants people to believe. 

At the end of the emotionally charged meet- 
ing, almost four hours after the community tes- 
timony had ended, board members quickly and 
unanimously approved the district’s full slate of 
closings, turnarounds and phaseouts. The hand- 
ful of residents who had waited until 6 p*m. for 
the decision began to boo* 


“Rubber stamp!” yelled Jitu Brown of the 
Kenwood Oakland Community Organization. 

'The board approved turnarounds— it’s a 
process that involves replacing school staff and 
investing in new programs— at 'Tilden High 
School, Chicago Vocational Career Academy 
and eight elementary schools: Stagg, Piccolo, 
W>odson South, Marquette, huller, Casals, 
I lerzl and Smith, llie board also approved clos- 
ing Price Elementary and Gug^nheim Elemen- 
tary and three-year phaseouts at Crane techni- 
cal Prep and E>yett High School. 

Three other high schools have completed 
their phaseouts and were officially closed. 
Board member Mahalia Hines said later 
that the board members did not simply rubber 
stamp the administration’s proposal* She said 
she was troubled to bear parents and teachers 
were satisfied with a 5 percent improvement in 
test scores over three years at the faili ng schools, 
saying a “culture of mediocrity” had set in. 


Most in the audience, including the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson and Chicago Teachers Union Presi- 
dent Karen Lewis, said CPS’ shifting priorities 
and ftmding inequalities have put poor minor- 
ity children at a disadvantage. And they again 
called for a moratorium on school closings and 
turnarounds until the deeper issues of poverty 
in the city can be addressed. 

“Chicago is at the epicenter of the education 
justice fight in America,” an emotional Lewis 
told board members. “Because of these force- 
fed reforms, the majority of our students, most 
of whom are black and brown, are experiencing 
a form of education apartheid.” 

Jackson compared the discrepancies between 
CPS’ poor schools and affluent schools with 
what existed in parts of the South before the 
civil rights movement* 

“It’s a type of segregation when, within the 
same school system, you have an upper tier and 
a lower tier, "Jackson said* 

He said he is talking with state politicians 
about stripping control of the Chicago school 
system from the mayor and bringing back elect- 
ed school board positions.

Six men were shot to death in Chicago on 
Sunday, making it the deadliest day of the year 
so far, a RedEye analysis of preliminary police 
data found. 

According to police: 

» At about 3 a.m., a 25-year-old man was 
fatally shot in the 1600 block of North Elston 
Avenue in West Town. 

» Nine and a half hours later, a 22-year-old 
man was shot to death in the 1700 block of 
West 51st Street in New City. 

» At 5:43 p.m., a 30-year-old man was fatally 
shot in the 3000 block of West 25th Street in 
South Lawndale. 

» At 6:26 p.m., a 27-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 5300 block of South Hoyne 
Avenue in New City. 

» About 20 minutes later, a 54-year-old man 
and a 19-year-old man were shot to death in the 
2500 block of East 79th Street in South Shore. 

This was Chicago’s deadliest day since 
Nov. 5, when the city logged seven homicides.

GOP smackdown 


MESA, Ariz. Mitt Romney and Rick Santorum mixed it up 
over their records on the debt, taxes and earmarks Wednes- 
day night in the first Republican presidential debate in 
almost a month, and the first before three contests in the 
next lo days followed by the Super Tuesday primaries and 
caucuses March 6. 

Answering a question from the audience on how to bring 
down the nation’s debt, the former Massachusetts gover- 
nor attacked Santorum’s record when he was representing 
Pennsylvania in the Senate. 

“Voting for the debt ceiling five different times without 
voting for compensating cuts,” said Romney describing 
Santorum as a big spender in Congress. “Voting to fund 
Planned Parenthood, voting to expand the Department of 
Education. During his term in the Senate spending grew by 
some 8o percent of the federal government.” 

Santorum, who surged to the top of state and national 
polling after sweeping the Feb. 7 contests in Colorado, Min- 
nesota and Missouri, was sitting center stage next to Rom- 
ney and was quick to fire back. 

“When you look at my record of never having raised 
taxes — Governor Romney raised several hundred million 
dollars in taxes and fees in Massachusetts. I never voted to 
raise taxes,” Santorum said. “Governor Romney even today 
suggested raising taxes on the top i percent, adopting the 
Occupy Wall Street rhetoric. Pm not going to adopt that

While Romney and Santorum grew heated at times, Paul 
deflated the tension a bit when asked why he had labeled 
Santorum a fake in a television ad that attacked the former 
senator’s conservative credentials. 

“Because he’s a fake,” Paul said. 

That line drew cheers, laughter and boos, before Santo- 
rum assured moderator John King that he was real. 

“Congratulations,” Paul responded.

The scene 

This small but sleek wine bar features 
a handful of tables in its well-lit front 
half, with more seating available along 
the bar and a wall ledge toward the 
back. On a Monday night just a few 
weeks after opening, the bar was surprisingly buzz- 
ing around 9 p.m., with tables of 20-somethings 
and older couples sharing a bite to eat and lingering 
over rounds of wine. Big TVs behind the bar and 
unintimidating staff members eager to offer sug- 
gestions defy the stuffy wine-bar stereotype. 

The food 

There are plenty of snacks (think oysters, chorizo- 
stuffed dates or a flight of grilled cheese sandwiches) 
plus sharable pizzas and salads, but my friends and 
I were left underwhelmed. The monkey bread ($7 
and described on the menu as biscuits, basil, asiago, 
smoked tomato with chive butter) came mostly cold 
and overloaded with a thick, smoky flavor from the 
tomato.

The scene 

This cozy, low-key Humboldt Park 
bar has a beer-and-a-shot (and a 
taco) vibe. I was surrounded by 
young friends from the neighbor- 
hood during my weeknight visit 
and also had my latest “baby in a bar” sighting, 
thanks to a large group bedecked in Mardi Gras 
beads accompanied by one very well-behaved 
infant. It’s cash only but there’s an ATM inside. 


The food 

You’ll find a few burgers on the menu, but 
tacos are the main event. For $3 a pop, tasty 
corn tortillas come filled with options such as 
grilled chicken, spicy avocado, grilled sweet 
potato and beef brisket. An order of three is 
plenty filling and Bullhead doesn’t skimp on the 
toppings, sometimes to a fault when they pile 
on the meat. Better than your average bar taco, 
but not quite Big Star (if you’re into that kind 
of thing). 


The drinks 

There are plenty of weeknight beer deals, and 
Miller High Life and PBR share the bill with 
craft options such as Bells Two Hearted and 
Great Lakes Eliot Ness. A short list of cocktails 
includes mostly whiskey-based sippers for $6- 
$8, but we found ’em a bit weak. 


The trip 

Bullhead is right at California Avenue and Divi- 
sion Street, and either of those buses are decent 
options for the trip to Humboldt Park. If you’re 
looking for a new, laid-back spot to try and you 
live nearby go for it. But if you’re going to have 
to travel back to Pilsen or North Center or 
beyond, it’s most likely not worth the hike. 


Bottom line 

Bullhead already feels lived-in despite 
being open only a few weeks. It’s a great 
relaxed weekend spot for those in the 
neighborhood but not a destination bar.

“Show me the money” was Gooding’s Oscar- 
winning demand to Tom Cruise in “Jerry 
Maguire” (1996). So why hasn’t Gooding asked 
his agent to find him another equally good 
script? In bombs such as “Rat Race” (2001), 
“Boat Trip” (2002) and last month’s “Red Tails,” 
Gooding could be the poster child for the curse.

Benigni was full of bounce when he accepted 
his best actor Oscar for 1997’s “Life Is Beautiful,” 
which he also directed. Then he landed with a 
thud thanks to his follow-up, the 2002 mega- 
flop “Pinocchio.” Maybe after his role in Woody 
Allen’s upcoming film, “Nero Fiddled,” life will 
be beautiful again for Benigni. 



REESE WITHERSPOON 

She hit the high notes with her Oscar-winning 
portrayal of country star June Carter Cash in
